former Times. Nevertheleſs, tbe People have a Negatives biys. - 
In-which. reſpeCt, New-Exgland is by thisCharter more priviledged 
than Ireland, and than any Engliſh Plantation whatſoever, or than 
they that live in England it ſelf are. Appeals to England are al- 
lowed of by this New Charter ; but only in Perſonal Tice in Real 
or Mixed) Atttons, where the matter of difference is above 
Three hundred Pounds Sterling in value; $0 that as to T itles 
of Land there cannot beany:- Appeal to Erzlazad, -but thoſe Con- 
troverlics are to have a final Determination in Courts of Judica- 
ture amongit themſelves.
